Alleged Plot Discovered. 


CANTON, Dec. 6 ().—Canton au- 
thorities revealed today that they 


had discovered an alleged plot by 
Chang Fak-wei, commander of the 
. rebellious ‘‘Ironsides’’ division, to 
create disturbances in this city. 
Rickshaw pullers and taxicab drivers 
in the city were said to be involved, 
and had agreed to stage a strike 
simultaneously with an onslaught by 
the rebels against Canton. 

As a result of these alleged dis- 
‘ coveries martial law has been more 
strictly enforced. Rickshaws and 
taxicabs were forbidden to operate 
at night. ' 
’ The situation recalls the disastrous 
outbreaks of December, 1927, in 
which thousands of alleged Reds 
were slaughtered and a -portion of 
the city burned in a week of rioting.

ATTACKS ON CANTON 
HIT HONGKONG TRADE 


Interruption Third Within Year 
Due to Uprisings—Cantonese 
Ask Press Censorship.

HONGKONG, Dec. 6.—Hongkong, 
Britain’s island crown colony off the 
China coast, is again suffering an 
paneling of trade for the third 
time within a year because of upris- 
ings around Canton, eighty miles up 
the Pearl River. 

In December .the Communists’ 
coup followed the attack on Canton 
made in May, after the Hankow re- 
bellion. Now Canton is assailed by 
the Kwangsi rebels on one side and 
General Chang Fa-kwei’s army on 
another. Though the former are 
conservatives and the latter radicals, 
they aré seemingly cooperating in a 
determination to eliminate Nanking’s 
power in South China, and then to 
compromise. Mr. Wang Ching-wei, 
noted radical leader, has just re- 
turned from his European exile and 
is hiding in Hongko under an as- 
sumed name ready to head the South- 
ern Government if the rebels triumph. 

The Cantonese authorities, on be- 
half of Nanking, have formally pro- 
tested Wang’s presence, but Hong- 
kong refuses to alter the ancient 
policy of giving asylum to political 
refugees. 

The rigid-censorship on the press 
at Canton conceals from the people 
the gravity of the crisis, but the Eng- 
lish language press at Hongkong 
handles the situation frankly. This 
has led to renewed protests by Can- 
ton to Sir Cecil Clementi, Governor 
of Hongkong, asking him to muzzle 
the press here in order to assist the 
Canton régime to weather the storm. 
Sir Cecil has not complied, Hong- 
kong being a British colony and not 
involved in any war. As a result the 
Hongkong newspapers are banned 
from circulation in Canton except in 
Shameen, the small island consti- 
tuting the British and French con- 
cessions there.

Text of Germany’s Answer, 


The State Department today, with 
the assent of the German Govern- 
ment, gave out the text of the note 
received from Berlin under date of 
Monday last. It read as follows: 


The German Government has 
noted with deep appreciation the 
generous endeavors of the govern- 
ment of the United States which 
have as their object to preserve 
peace, in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the Kellogg pact, between 
the conflicting parties in the Russo- 
Chinese conflict. 

The German Government, which 
originally assumed the protection 
of the nationals of both countries, 
has had several occasions, because 
of its special position toward both 
parties, to act in the same spirit 
on its own initiative: Thus, it trans- 
mitted to’ the Soviet Government 
the Chinese proposal that a joint 
declaration he agreed upon by the 
opposing powers to put an end to 
the: conflict. Furthermore; on its 
own initiative the German Govern- 
ment made proposals for the ex- 
change of prisoners of both coun- 
tries, in order in this way to re- 
duce the cause of friction between 
them, 

The German Government for its 
part is determined to continue to 
do everything whereby it can con- 
tribute toward assuring that the 
Kellogg past is respected by the 
parties to the conflict. At the pres- 
ent moment the German Govern- 
ment has before it reports to the 
effect that direct negotiations for 
the peaceful composition of the 
conflict have been opened. As the 
German Government is not in pos- 
session of all the facts which would 
enable it to jud of the momen- 
tary status of these negotiations. 
it would like to reserve its decision 
as to the time and form of its fur- 
ther steps in the matter. 

Meanwhile it would express the 
hope that the’ demarche of the 
American Government may be suc- 
cessful vis-A-vis the two govern- 
ments in that the opposing parties 
desist in accordance with the obli- 
gations assumed under the monege 
pact from hostile measures for the 
achievement of their aims and that 
the direct negotiations may shortly 
lead to a peaceful settlement of 
the conflicts.

SAYS RUSSIA INITIATED 
IDEA OF STIMSON MOVE 


Caban Ambassador Holds Hague 
Convention of 1899 Established 
Precedence for Action. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (7).—Am- 
bassador Ferrara of Cuba said today 
that Russia, itself, had initiated the 
method by which the United States 
made representations to Soviet Rus- 
sia and China on their duties under 
the Kellogg pact as a result of hos- 
tilities in Manchuria. 

Sefior Ferrara, whose country ap- 
proved the action of the United 


States, said there was no question 
that the Manchurian situation called 
for action by a third party, not only 
under the Kellogg pact but also 
under The Hague Convention of 1907, 
which asserted the action of States 
foreign to a conflict that might lead 
to war was “‘useful and desirable.” 

The Cuban Ambassador asserted 
The Hague Convention was simply a 
revision of a previous convention 
signed in 1899, and that the proposal 
dealing with the action of a third 
State at that conference was initiated 
by the Russian delegation. 

“It is a curious case—I might call 
it a sarcastic coincidence—that the 
convention of 1899, to which I refer,’’ 
Sefior Ferrara said, ‘‘was i yhgpen d 
discussed and approved upon a. pro 
ect presented by the Russian delega-

HONOR TO ST. NICHOLAS 


Bari, in Which His Remains Are

BARI, Italy, Dec. 6 ).—Instead of 
waiting until Christmas to commem- 
erate St. Nicholas, this Adriatic sea- 
coast city today celebrated in honor 
of that famous patron of children, 
sailors, merchants, bakers and trav- 
elers. There was a picturesque pro- 
cession to the church in which his 
remains are believed to be entombed. 

St. Nicholas apparently never lived 
in this city at all. His bones were 
brought overseas from Asia Minor, 
where he had been Bishop of Myra, 
in 1097, and so great was his fame 
that the Norman Duke Roger, then 
ruling over Apulia, caused them to 
be enshrined in the cent 
church that bears his name. This 
is considered one of the best exam- 
ples of Norman architecture in Italy, 
consisting of an upper and lower

St. Nicholas is patron of Greece, 
Russia, Sicily and Lorraine, and of 
many cities in Italy, Germany, Aus- 
tria and Belgium.

SAYS “PACT IS WORKING” 





Sees Growing Sentiment for Peace 
in World—Arrives on Leviathan, 
Which Docks 28 Hours Late. 





Frank B. Kellogg, former Secre- 
tary of State, returned with Mrs. 
Kellogg on the Leviathan yesterday 
from London, where he had gone for 
a brief holiday, He appeared to be 
optimistic about the pact of Paris, 
and: declared that sentiment for 
peace was steadily gro among 
the nations of the world. The Soviet 
attitude will not affect the pact in 
the least, he said. 

*‘Secre Stimson’s action,’’ Mr. 
Kellogg eclared, “was entirely 
timely and proper. I cannot see any. 
impropriety in it, mor any reason 
why it should be considered an un- 
friendly act. 

“The pact has had an effect on 

both Russia and China ever since the 
matter became critical last July. I 
do not think that either country 
wishes to go to war, and I do not 
think they will. That has been my 
opinion for some time.” 
Mr. Kellogg added that it was 
perfectly proper, in international 
practice, call the attention of 
nations to treaty obligations. He 
reiterated his satisfaction with the 
pact; saying: ‘‘Undoubtedly the t 
is working. It is so considered in 
oY I know.”’ 

With regard to the naval confer- 
ence be held: in London next 
month Mr. Kellogg said: 

“England is now looking forward 
to it and I believe the nations will 
come to an agreement. The chances 
for it are better now than ever be- 
fore. Disarmament, you know, can- 
not be accomplished in a day, nor 
in a year, but it is coming. The 
sentiment in favor of it is steadily 
growing. 

“All moves toward peace must be 
backed by the judgment of the peo- 
ple, because governments today are 
expressions of the will of the peo- 
ple.

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 6.—The 
Court of Appeals heard arguments 
‘and read briefs for two hours today 
‘on the appeal from the Chancery 
'‘Court’s decision freeing, Mayor‘Hague 
of Jersey City froma charge of con- 
tempt of the State Legislature. The 
contempt proceedings were based on 
the Mayor’s refusal to answer ten 
questions regarding the source of his 
wealth. 

Russell Watson argued for the 
Lezisieture and former Vice Chan- 
cellor Merritt Lane for Mayor Hague. 
They were ordered at the end of the 
hearing to submit -additional briefs 
by next Thursday while the case is 
under consideration. 

In demanding that Mayor Hague 
be remanded “‘in the interest of hon- 
est and efficient government,”’ Mr. 
Watson cited the Sinclair case. He 
argued that a public official cannot 
claim the same immunity from legis- 
lative interrogation that would be 
accorded to a private citizen. 

The outstanding arguments of Mr. 
Lane were that the legislative in- 
vestiga. :n was. for political purposes 
“trom beginning to end’’; and that 
the Legislature, in seeking informa- 
tion concerning the commission of 
an alleged crime, usurped the in- 
quisitorial functions of the Hudson 
County grand jury.

CLEVELAND, Dec. 6.—With a 
tribute to President Hoover for his 
initiative in rallying and organizing 
the industrial and business forces of 
the nation to meet the crisis threat- 
ened by the recent collapse of the 
stock market, -President William 
Green of.the American Federation of 
Labor, in an,address here today be- 
fore the convention of the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, declared that the worst was 
over. and that the country is again 
headed in the right direction. 

“We are going to move forward 
until, I think, within a few months 
we will be back to a normal state in 
the industrial and economic life of 
our nation,’’ he said. 

“It is an ill wind that doesn’t blow 
some good,’’ Mr. Green declared in 
predicting that among the, accom- 
paniments of the coming new era of 
prosperity would be a boom in the 
building industry. 

“TI am of the opinion that the years 
of 1930 and 1931 will see in America 
the most comprehensive and largest 
building construction program ever 
launched in the history of our coun- 
try.’’ Mr. Green said. 

Mr. Green based this prediction on 
the fact that money previously de- 
voted to speculation has become 
easier as a result of the crash and 
therefore more readily available for 
construction purposes. 


“Tabor Wage Theory Proved.” 


The striking fact in the President's 
successful efforts to prevent a repe- 
tition of the panies of 1907 and 1921, 
Mr. Green said, is the Chief Execu- 
tive’s realization ‘‘that the prosperi 
of our nation depends absolutely and 
unequivocally upon the development 
of the purchasing and consuming 
power of the great masses of our 
people, that ‘there must be no reduc- 
tion in wages.’”’ 

Realizing that the maintenance of 
the country’s general economic 
Lo. ae ig was closely bound w 

th the retention of existing 
wage levels, Mr. Green declared, the 
President amnounced that “there 
must be no reduction in wages, that 
employers should immediately intex- 
est themselves in finding ways to 

revent unemployment and that la- 

r should respond by remaining 
steady and by stabilizing the situa- 
tion so far as it could restore the 
normal functioning of our economic 
machine.”’ 

“Our theory of high wages has 
been. proved,”” Mr. Green _ said. 
‘"There must be no reduction in the 
wages of any worker in the United 
States of America.”’ 

Asserting that labor would abide 
by the bargain struck with the Presi- 
dent not to “‘rock the boat’’ while the 
work of stabilizing the nation’s 
economic and industrial structure ts 
in progress, at the same time Mr. 
Green declared that this did not mean 
that labor would not be prepared ‘‘to 
take advantage of every opportunity 
that presents itself to increase the 
wages of the workers, to shorten the 
hours of employment and improve 
working and living conditions.” 

On the contrary, said Mr. Green, 
while the work of stabilization is in 
progress, labor must continue to pre | 

e itself for ‘‘new conquests” by 
iiding up its organization. 

“The productive ability of the 
worker has increased during a stated 
period about 45 per cent, while 
wages have only increased about 18 
ome! cent,’’ he said. ‘‘We >re going 

fight so that when the worker in- 
creases his ability to produce 45 per 
cent the wages of the: workers must 
imcrease 45 per cent also. As a mat- 
ter of economic fact, this is essen- 
tial and necessary if the worker is 
to buy back and use the things that 
he produces. 

‘*As I look into the future,’’ Mr. 
Green added, ‘‘I see a constantly 
rising standard of living, a better 
wage for the workers, improved con- 
ditions of employment, the develop- 
ment of a high and still higher con- 
suming power among the masses of

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Agricul- 
tural conditions are gradually im- 
proving and total income for the crop 
year 1929-30 should equal or exceed 
that of the previous year, although 
widespread drought reduced crop 
yields materially, Secretary Arthur 
M. Hyde stated today in thé annual 
report of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Gross. farm income for 1928- 
29 was $12,527,000,000, which was 
higher than for any season since 
1920-21, except 1925-26. 

Mr. Hyde estimated the farm popu- 
lation of the United States on Jan. 
1 at 27,511,000; as compared with 
32,076,960 in January, i910, and 
added that ‘the “1929 figure was the | 
smallest in more than twenty years. 
The gross movement of persons from 
farms to towns was 1,960,000 in 1928, 
but this was partly offset by the 
moyement of 1,362,000 persons from 
cities, leaving a.ret.loss to the farms 
of 598,000. This compared with 604,- 
000 in 1927 and 1,020,000 in 1926...As 
the number of births far exceeded 
deaths in 1928, the net loss in farm 
population was put at 188,000. ~ 

The report said that the farmers 
were still overburdened with debt as 
a result of the liquidation of values 
following the war and that in 1928 
the farm mortgage debt was esti- 


mated at $9.468,526,000, as compared 
with $7,857,700,000 in 1920. 


Farm Values Increase. 

In the last two seasons, however, 
Mr. Hyde said, the valtie of agricul- 
tural property, including live stock 
and personal property, had increased 
sufficiently to raise the estimated 
current value of agricultural real 
estate amd personal property to $58,- 
645,000,000, an increase for the year 
of nearly $400,000,000. It was felt 
that continued improvement in farm 
incomes should strengthen the up- 
ward trend by stimulating activities 
in farm real estate. A sutvey made 
by the department for the twelve 
months ending in March, Mr. Hyde 


said, showed that -for the: country 
as a whole, farm land values de- 


clined by 1 per sont. the smallest loss 
in any year since the post-war de- 
pression. 


‘The position of agriculture in gen- 
eral at the close of the crop season 
1928-29 was better than at the close 


of the preceding year,’’ Mr. Hyde 
said, ‘‘and there are prospects of 
continued improvement. The crop 


season 1929-30 began with a rising 
farm-commodity price level, and 
with only moderate supplies of the 
principal products in. pr t. These 
circumstances, joined toe the expecta- 
tion that benefit will aecrue to agri- 
culture from the operation of the 
Federal Farm Board under the new 
agricultural-marketing act, warrant 
confidence that better times are in 
store. é

Budget Before Chamber. 


The Mexican Chamber of Deputies 
now has before it the budget esti- 
mates of income and expenditure for 
the year 1930, submitted by Sefior de 
Oca. Expenses are placed, in round 
figures, at 293,000,000 pesos ($146,- 
00,000) and. income at 114,000 pesos 
more than that amouunt. 

Students of Mexican finance find 
certain phases of the 1930. budget 
somewhat disappointing in certain 
aspects. Considered as a. statistical 
document, it is accepted as a credit 
to the ability of Sefior Montes de 
Oca, but it is felt that, in compari- 
son with his 1928 and 1929 budgets, 
he has been compelled to bow to the 

ressure of circumstances as regards 
nternational payments. 

In round figures, Mexico’s budget 
expenditure was estimated in 1928 at 
258,600,000 : pesos, to which must be 
added 32,500,000 appropriated for the 
public debt, making a total of 291,- 
000,000 pesos. In 1929 the total esti- 
mated expense was 288,000,000, in- 
cluding 34,000,000 for the public debt.

tionist candidate. Sefor Vasconcelos 
arrived later in the day. 

Dr. Canedo made the first an- 
nouncement today of a plan by Sefor 
Vasconcelos, revealed in a manifesto 
signed at Guaymas, Sonora, on Dec. 
1, to offer armed resistance to the 
government represented by Presi- 
dent-elect Rubio, who now is in the 
United States, 

Dr. Canedo brought back with him 
from Nogales, Ariz., where he saw 
Sefor Vasconcelos a few days ago, 
a copy of the manifesto and in mak- 
ing it public, declared that no funds 
would be solicited in the United 
States. 

Plenty of Money Claimed. 

**We have plenty of money and do 
not need to ask for money from any 
one,’’ Dr. Canedo’ said. 

Asserting that he had received 95 
per cent of the votes cast in the 
Nov. 17 election, Sefior Vasconcelos,

Child wel- 
fare and general improvement in 
ublic health facilities must always 
te matters of concern to nations, 
but an increase of close to 33 per 
cent in a single year is in some quar- 
ters considered of questionable justi- 
fication. 

Finally, and without in any way 
minimizing the real progress made 
since General Calles and Senor 
Montes de Oca started a couple of 
years..ago to reorganize Mexican 
finance, in some quarters it is felt 
that next year’s budget lacks some 
of the redeeming features of those 
for the previous two years. It is a 
fact that the budgets of every nation 
have a-tendency to incyease, but 
Mexico is a country with a public in- 
debtedness of comparatively very 
great significance.

ernment support will be withdrawn. 


Deputies Vote Approval.

All the contestants are between the 
ages of 18 and 25 years. On Dec. 15 
they will compete for relative standin 
in the final contest, the awards for 
which include $25,000 and various 
scholarships in musical conservato- 
ries, in which each finalist will share.

FRANKLIN FORD CRITICIZED

His Brief Ordered Stricken Out as 
“Scandalous,” but Municipality Is 
Directed to Meet the Issue. 





The broadcasting by the city’s 
radio station, WNYC, will be con- 
siderably curtailed if a decision yes- 
terday by the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in the suit of 
Franklin . Ford, head of Station 
WHAP, against Mayor Walker and 
Albert Goldman, Commissioner of the 
Department of Plant and Structures, 
is upheld. 

Mr. Ford sued as a taxpayer to 
prevent waste. of city funds on the 
ground that the station was being 
used for matters not connected witn 
official. or departmental -purposes. 
He. cited broadcasts of communion 
breakfasts of the Holy Name So- 
ciety of the Roman Catholic Church 
for its members in the Police, and 
Fire Departments, and also the city 
reception to Cardinal Bonzano at the 
City Hall. 

The city applied to Supreme. Court 
Justice Ingraham to dismiss the 
complaint on the ground of insuffi- 
ciency. In granting the motion Jus- 
tice Ingraham said that the plaintilf 
“relied upon a charge that the action 
of the officials im question in per- 
mitting such broadcasting is illegal,” 
and added, ‘‘Mere Megality; however, 
is not enough.” 


Ford’s Brief Ruled Out. 


In reversing this decision and di- 
recting the-defendanfs to.answer the 
complaint, the Appellate. Division 
said: ‘‘We express no opinion upon 
the merits of the controversy. We 
hold only that the complaint statcs 
a cause of action.”’ 

In regard to Mr. Ford’s allegations 
that the station had been used for 
broadcasting the proceedings at vari- 
ous unofficial gatherings and that 
these gatherings were to further the 
interests of a religious body, the Ap- 
pellate Division said: 

‘The language of the complaint and |} 
if the appellant’s brief is intem- 
pe np and cece WE . at 

igotry inappropriate in any docu- 
ment which is to find its place in 
the records of an American court. 
We may ignore these allegations, but 
we may not permit them to under- 
mine the effect of the proper ani 
appropriate allegations which accom- 

any them. The brief for the appcl- 
er is ordered stricken from the files 
of the court as scandalous and ir- 
relevant.’”’

‘‘In such announcements,’’ said the 
order, ‘‘each talking machine, phono- 
graph or graphophone record. used, 
whatever its character, shall be de- 
scribed by the use of the exact 
words: 

“*This is a talking machine rec- 


ord,’ or ‘this is a phonograph rec- 
‘ord,’ or ‘this is a graphophone rec- 
ord;’ each player-piano selection 


used shall be described as played by 
‘mechanical piano-player.’ 

*‘Where a recording or transcript 
is made exclusively for broadcasting 
purposes, and is neither offered nor 
intended to be offered for sale to 
the public, each such recording shall 
be immediately preceded and follow- 
ed by the following statement: 

***This » program is an electrical 
transcription made exclusively for 
broadcast purposes.’ ’’

HE FAVORS STRONG POWERS | 





12 Votes in Estimate Board Should 
Be Required to Defeat Its Pro- 
posals, He Tells Women Voters. 





The urgent necessity for a continu- 
ously functioning. city planning 
board as part of the city. government 
was stressed yesterday afternoon by 
Edward M. Bassett, special counse] 
of the City of New York -on. plan- 
ning legislation and drafter of the 
Kleinfeld bill, which was defeated at 
the close of the legislative session 
last March..-He addressed the.New 
York League of Worges ‘Verges at 
its headquarters. 

The improvements which are ex- 
pected from -the all-city survey: by 
Day & Zimmermann, Inc., for traffic 
relief, “although a boon ‘to the city 
today, he_said,.will offer.no solution 
for problems to arise in the future 
as a consequence of- the city’s 
growth. 

A city planning board, Mr. Bassett 
maintained, would be able to apply 
knowledge gained from one year’s 
work to plans for improving condi- 
tions in years to come. 

This body, although only of advis- 
ory capacity, should be endowed with 
power and dignity, he declared, to 
protect it from the fate of other non- 
legislative bodies which failed to re- 
ceive the. serious consideration. and 
support necessary to’ achieve their 
purposes. 

Mr. Bassett believes that this advis- 
ory board should have strong powers 
in creating a master plan, possibly 
in a plastic form, and in recommend- 
ing changes in zoning.. These pow- 
ers would be obtained through a vot- 
ing plan under which twelve votes 
out of sixteen in the Board of Bsti- 
mate would be nec to defeat 
any proposal of the board. 

The duty of this body would be to 
provide a harmonious layout of an 
— city for the future, Mr, Basseit 
said. 

‘“‘This most important task remains 
undone,”’ the speaker asserted, ‘‘be- 
cause our officials are men .who 
think only in terms of their boroughs, 

‘*While I myself believe in borough 
autonomy, I feel that this is a mat- 
ter where all boroughs. should coop- 
psy for the benefit of Greater New 

ork.’ 

Mrs. Leopold K. Simon, the chair- 
man, introduced the speaker. 








The decision notes that in the reso- 
lution authorizing the construction 9f 
WNYC the Board of Estimate was 
careful not to violate the constitu- 
tional provision that the city has no 
right to use its money for private 
purposes and adds: 

“The resolution distinctly provides 
that such station was to be used as 
an adjunct to the Police and Fire 
Departments and to such other de- 
partments ‘as may require or use 
such service.’ In the absence of 
further action by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, the city 
may spend funds for the mainte- 
nance of the broadcasting station 
only in so far as it is used for the 
purposes set forth in the resolution 
authorizing its construction. The 
uses complained of are not those of 
the Police Department, the Fire De- 
Loc or any other city depart- 
ment.’ 


City’s Course Uncertain. 


In the absence from the city of 
Corporation Counsel Hilly, who was 
in Washington, no decision was 
made as to the future course of the 
suit or its effect on WNYC broad- 


casting pending a final _ ruling. 
Under the law the city could apply 
for permission to take the case at 
once to the Court. of Appeals on the 
question of the sufficiency of the 
complaint, or could accept yester- 
day’s ruling, file an answer and try 
the case on all the issues involved. 

One of the city’s counsel said last 
night ‘that an appeal from a final 
judgment would appear to be the 
most satisfactory method of deter- 
mining the extent to which the law 
permits the city to broadcast. He 
added that the decision would ‘‘seem 
to amount to a caution” to the city 
authorities in the future use of the 
station. 

Concerning the city’s right, under 
the decision, to broadcast entertain- 
ment features, such as the Goldman 
Band concerts, and educational sub-

As Fedya, the 
living. corpse of the gable, Ben-Ami 
takes no definite stand; sometimes, 
indeed, he.contents himself. with 
| enigmatic gestures .when. you..are 
| looking to him for illumination.. And 
although this is in many respects 
| one of the best of the. Civic. Reper- 
tory productions, well set, interest- 
ing in subordinate details and, con- 
taining in one modest -bit quite the 
raciest acting Miss Le Gallienne. has 
revealed, it is a rambling play postu- 
| lated upon something not akin to the 
Anglo-Saxon mind. 

Not that the plot is vague. By 
spreading abroad the impression that 
| he has committed suicide, Fedya 
betrays his wife into a bigamous 
marriage.. That is the substance of 
the story. But still the Anglo-Saxon 
mind asks how has this miserable 
| situation has come about. Does Fedya 
| dislike his wife, or has he fallen in 
| love with Masha, the gypsy? Is he a 
rotter, a weakling, a wastrel, a ro- 
mantic adventurer-or what?

In successive performances 
it is likely that Ben-Ami will fill out 
the part of Fedya considerably. It 
is a consummation devoutly to be 
wished for, since the production in 
many respects is so good. The eleven 
Scenes have been. sriitaby set, from 
excellent designs by Aline Bernstein: 
they are descriptive bits of dining 
rooms, _— rooms; dives and res- 
taurants, and so simple are they. that 
the shifting takes little time. In the 
second scene the incident of gypsy- 
singing has been elaborated into a 
full-bodied choir-—over-elaborated, in 
fact, so that for the time heing it im- 
pedes the drama.

HOOVER ON THE UTILITIES. 


The paragraphs in President Hoo- 
VER’S message devoted to the regula- 
tion of public: utilities are signifi- 
cant, not alone because of the wide- 
spread interest in this subject 
aroused by pending. investigations 
and legislation, but. also because 
they seem to confirm the impres- 
sion gathered from other recent ut- 
terances that he has to some extent 
modified his earlier views onthe sub- 
ject. He has always been a stanch 
believer in State . control. Some 
years. ago, when he: was Secretary 
of Commerce, he delivered an ad- 
dress before the National’ Associa- 
tion of Railroad and Utilities Com- 
missioners on “ Why the Public In- 
“ terest Requires State Rather Than 
“ Federal Regulation of Electric:and 
“ Public Utilities.” The headings in 
that address sufficiently indicate his 
attitude at that time. “Public Dan- 
“ ger in Further. Federal Centraliza- 
“tion,” “ Economic Character of In- 
“terstate Power—No Parallel. With 
“Railways,” “ Individual States Have 
Full Control Over Interstate Power,” 
“No Federal Authority Required,” 
“The States Are Powerful Enough 
to Rule in Their» Own House,” and 
80 On.

cal conditions. President BorNo, who 
has been in office since 1922, not by 
vote of the people but by declaration 
of the Council of State, has made 
two- significant announcements re- 
cently: that there would be no legis- 
lative elections next year and that 
he will: not be a candidate in the 
Presidential - election in April.. The 
State Department at Washington 
has congratulated President BoRNo 
upon his. decision to retire. His suc- 
cessor will be elected by the Council 
of State. Not long ago President 
BorNo expressed the opinion offi- 
cially that the’ people ‘of Haiti were 
too illiterate to be trusted to elect 
the head of the State. They are not 
represented by a Legislature of their 
choice, Yet not far away, in Porto 
Rico, ‘illiterates are permitted to 
vote by symbols that appear on the 
ballot. 

The people of Haiti, some of whom 
are qualified by education to vote 
and who influence those who are not 
so :qualified,- understand that the 
next President will be elected by the 
Council of State in April and believe 
that he will be acceptable to the 
American High Commissioner, but 
they-do not know who he will be. 
Naturally, they are dissatisfied, and 
the old “ruling class” encourages 
them in that attitude. The strikes 
may be merely gestures, but they 
are not spontaneous. Agitators are 
behind them. .A general strike, if it 
could be contrived, would be awk- 
ward for the military occupation 
and might give a great deal of 
trouble. 

The Haitians know that President 
HOovER in his message to Congress 
intimated that he is considering the 
dispatch of a commission of inquiry 
to look into the administration prob- 
lem. While believing that a solution 
would be difficult, he declared: that 
“in a large sense” the United States 
does not wish to be represented 
abroad by marines. The Haitians 
cannot be blamed for thinking that 
the. views of President Hoover give 
them hope of:a different form of 
government from the one they now 
live under. They have prospered un- 
der the discipline of military author- 
ity; but, unfortunately, they have 
not ‘been prepared for self-govern- 
ment by the officials representing 
the United. States. Something is 
wrong in the system imposed upon 
them, and it should be exposed and 
corrected.

OPERA HOUSE PLANS. 

An evil fate seems. to pursue the 
project. for. a new opera house ‘in 
New York. Its need has been long 
admitted. The present building on 
Broadway at Thirty-ninth Street is 
not merely unsightly and wholly out 
of keeping with ‘the splendid ‘stage 
reached by American architecture, 
but is badly planned and offers many 
obstacles to the production of mod- 
ern opera on a.grand and spectacu- 
lar scale. Both patrons and directors 
have ‘wished for a nobler and more 
commodious building. But now, after 
the failure of the plan to house the 
opera in Fifty-seventh Street, comes 
the announcement that the subse- 
quent. hope of erecting a magnifi- 
cent and convenient structure.in the 
midst of the so-called “‘ Rockefeller 
City,” to be developed north of For- 
ty-eighth Street, has. been . aban- 
doned. The reasons given are a little 
mystifying, but there appears to be 
no doubt that the scheme which 
seemed so auspicious, and which was 
received with so much favor by mu- 
sic lovers, has been definitely given 
up. 

However disappointing this may 
be, it should not mean the end ofan 
endeavor ‘to give to this metropolis 
an: opera house comparable with 
even the second best of Europe. 
With the finest and most successful 
opera company in the world, it is a 
reproach to New York that it has 
no home outwardly suggesting its 
inward supremacy. The old building 
was serviceable enough in its way at 
the time it was erected, but that was 
before the genius of American archi- 
tecture had flowered in a way to 
astonish the world. In the magnifi- 
cent procession of our public build- 
ings, the old opera house has lagged 
far behind.. The hope will be general 
that its owners and directors will 
take the present check in their plans 
for a new building only as an incite- 
ment to even greater and more gen- 
erous efforts to provide a setting fit 
for the musical jewel which they 
have in their possession. 





MEN’S DRESS REFORM.

The Hotel Tax in France. i 
To the Editor of The New York Times. 

May I, as a traveler in. France, cor- 
rect an error—possibly typographical 
—in the Paris dispatch from your 
correspondent, Carlisle MacDonald, 
published in Tum Timss‘on Nov. 27 
in regard to the decline of the tour- 
ist “business” in France? This error 
is the statement of ‘‘the 17 per cent 
de luxe.tax which must be paid’ in 
all first-class hotels.’’ 

The customary hotel tax in France 
is either 4 or 13 per cent, usually the 
former. At “‘de luxe” establishments 
in cosmopolitan resorts the tax is 13 
per cent. But in less ostentatious 
gathering places there are many 
tourist hotels which are in every way 
first class where the 4 per cent rate 
prevails. As a matter of fact, the 17 
per cent tax rate is not worth think- 
ing about, both by reason of its 
rarity and because it is levied only 
in hotels frequented by tourists to 
whom it is impossible to conceive of 
its having any importance. On the 
other hand, some hotels do not 
charge their patrons with any tax, 
but themselves absorb it, with no

Hilt upstart who dares to assert: that. the Silver, Hill 
course is in thé Same class with the famous Lost Val- 
ley layout: A chap goes away on a vacation, plays @ 
fine “course that lies, amid beautiful. scenery,» and 
comes back defying, any one ‘to tell him where there 
is any other Course like it in the world. 

Usually, there’s nothing to do, but to let thé lads 
rave until théy run cut of steam, but there is one 
test that works fairly often. Just break in briskly 
on the tmpassioned ora‘xry and say: “‘Have you ever 
played Pine Valley?” Upon getting a negative an- 
swer, the party of the ‘second’ pert can then remark 
in @ condescending tone: “Just a friendly’ tip, old 
chap. Never talk about golf courses ‘until you: have 
played. Pine. Valley.’’ 

The best’ partof this is that few who have played . 
Pine Valley care to ‘go into the delirious details of 
their wild wanderings on. that course, They wrap 
themselves in a protective silence. Tt is all for the 
best.’ For’ the most part, golf is entirely too con- 
versatioaal. 


Shots and Scenery. 


The.idea!.course, in the minds of many who follow 
the royal and\ancient game, is one that provides fine 
shots and :fine scenery in pleasing proportions. Pos- 
sibly, the really good players don’t bother much about 
the scenery, but the really good players ‘constitute 
but. a 'small petcentage of the goifing clan in this 
country. 

Golf’ Was a seaside game originally, but England, 
Ireland aad Scotland are now dotted with jine inland 
courses that vie with the historic links on which the 
game first rose to fame. Even’ Scotiand has its Glen- 
eagles, ‘perched. up in the mountain district, 

In the nmietropolitan district the comparatively flat 
courses onthe southerly sid: of Long Island come 
closer to’ approximating golf as it was played at St. 
Andrewsand ‘Carnoustie centuries ago than do ‘the 
rolling ‘courses of the North Shore, Westchesier and 
inland New Jersey.

Those 
who go in for scenery can dawdle around the links at 
Banff, Lake -Placid; Asheville: and other mountain 
resorts, Those seekinz the best combinations of getf- 
ing shots and scenery might try Pine Valley, Mid- 
Ocean in Bermuda, Pebble Beach overlooking the Pa- 
cific or Coral Gables by the warm Gulf Stream.

“this sort of thing is argumentative, 
and has no place at this time when 
testimony is being introduced. These 
papers can not become more in evi- 
dence by reading them to the court 
when they could simply be intro- 
duced as exhibits.” 

The court ruled adversely, how- 
ever, and former United States Sena- 
tor Atlee Pomerene, chief of govern- 
ment counsel, resumed the reading 
of the papers through which the 


government hopes to show that the 
award of naval oil reserve leases at 
Elk Hillis to Edward L. Doheny, 
former head of the Pan-American 
Company, by Albert B. Fall, Secre- 
tary of the Interior in 1921, was ac- 
complished by fraud and bribery. 

‘‘We have already stinulated,’’ Mr. 
Sterry argued, ‘‘that other leases, ac- 
cording to court decision, were ob- 
tained by fraud, We contend that 
those other leases form separate 
cases.

World War, and yet the 
United States has failed to be af- 
fected by wy movement for better 
conditions rural. existence, the 
speaker asserted. 

The course of an agrarian revolu- 
tion in this.country will be deter- 
mined by the economic remedies of- 
fered by the government, Dr. Diffen- 
dorfer maintained. 

“It is little short of suicidal for 

le of the cities to look with in- 
vifference upon the welfare of those 
po live in the rural section,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘as the life and happiness 
of the cities depend more on the 
farmers than wu the city’s own 
business and industry. A strike of 
the rural districts would soon starve 
the cities, while a strike of industry 
and commerce has much less effect 
upon the farmer.”’ 

‘0 allow the American farmer to 
sink into a state of peasantry is to 
invite a world-wide revolution that 
will rock ali economic, industrial 
and social structures, Dr. Diffen- 
dorfer asserted. 

Only a united effort of governmen- 
tal, economic, educational, religious, 
philanthropic and artistic agencies 
can avert this danger, he concluded. 

Other speakers at the dinner were 
the Rev. G. A. Roberts, a veteran 
missionary, agriculturist and educa- 
tor at Umtali, Rhodesia, Africa, and 
Dr. J. H. Evans of the United States 
Department of Agriculture.
